Dear Jean, 


Your discovery of the Christening data on VINCENT BARROW (1-13-1788) 
and his brother, JOHN LEVI (6-7-1789) BARROW, proves that their parents were 
REUBEN BARROW and his wife JANE JOHNSON (or JOHNSTON). It has been thought 
that these two sons were by another wife named FANNIE KENNEDY, which we now 
know is incorrect. Thank you very much for this most important information 
which will be in this next BARROW FAMILY QUARTERLY to be distributed to the 
prepaid subscribers in mid-to-late summer. 


Having written a BARROW "book" every 90 days for the past 7-1/2 years, 
I'm ready for the little men in white coats to cart me away. The current 
series of Volume VIII will likely be my last. I'm just worn out with the 
pressures of documenting one of VIRGINIA and NORTH CAROLINA'S earliest families. 
The enormous drain on my time and expenses to travel to all the Courthouses and 
State Archives to piece together meaningful material is just mind-boggling. We 
are now trying to come up with a different format, perhaps a "BARROW BULLETIN" 
consisting of fewer pages, to be compiled . by a new editor. If you have any 
suggestions for us to consider, we would welcome your input. 


I am so glad to learn something of your RACHEL BARROW and her husband 
GODFREY HELVESTON (or HELVERSON as it often appeared in the NORTH CAROLINA re- 
cords). They lived next door to RICHARD BARROW, a direct descendant of Captain 
WILLIAM BARROW of O1gBATH, HYDE Co., N. C. Certainly, RACHEL would have been 
closely related to RICHARD, perhaps a sister or a daughter. With your help, I 
will be glad to get as much documentation on her as possible, before I jump ship. 
In the 54 page book (No. 1 of this series), I have devoted about 4 pages to the 
family in the Mobile area as early as 1-1-1786, crediting you with finding proof 
of VINCENT'S and JOHN LEVI'S Baptismal records. Your direct line (at least I'm 
convinced of it!) is in every volume (I, II, III, IV, V, VI, VII), taking you 
to JOHN BARROW (1643-1718) one of NORTH CAROLINA'S first Justices. Only a few 
hardbound copies of Vol. VII now available at $41.00 from our Secretary:

Do you have access to the "American State Papers"? While I cannot recall the 
exact volume, I can tell you that your HELVESTON and BARROW family data appears 
in some of these. We need all the BARROW info you can furnish to me and I will 
do my best to get it into this series. I will begin work on the No. 2 issue right 
away, so time is of the essence. Our 8th Annual Meeting will be in Raleigh, N.C. 
on April 7th-9th, 1995. I will strive to have all issues completed by that time. 


Some members of the BARROW family that settled in St. FRANCISVILLE, LA, also 
appear in the MISSISSIPPI early records. They are a different line from those who 
settled around MOBILE in the late 1700's, which I feel certain is your line. Since 
time is such a factor with me, I hope you will just grab whatever you can and 
I will be able to put them in the right pew. I will try to go back through my 
records and reconsider all the references to the VSTON (or HELVERSON) family 
on the coast of NORTH CAROLINA closely associated with the BARROW family. I had 
long thought there may have been some intermarriages, but no proof of it.

Proof of GODFREY HELVESTON'S settlement is in the "American State Papers". 
Apparently, RICHARD BARROW served in some capacity in the settlement of his 
estate. Again, I will review what I have and get it into the Quarterlies. Since 

GODFREY died within a few years, RACHEL may have remarried, I just don't know. 


RICHARD removed from NORTH CAROLINA into GEORGIA about 1774 and from GEORGIA 
about 1785 into MOBILE.

Your name was sent to me our mutual acquaintance, Mrs. Mae 
Bell Barrow North, of Summerfield, North Carolina. 


To make a long matter somewhat shorter, I am the director of 
a small museum and genealogical library down here in Chamb- 
ers County, Texas. One of our o1d pioneer families down 
here is the Barrow clan, most of them originating from one 
or the other children of Reuben Barrow, Sr. The standard 
contention has always been that Reuben was married first to 
a Fanny Kennedy, by whom he had sons Levi and Vincent. His 
other children were all by a second wife Mary Jane Johnson.

Barrow. Mr. Barrow was a resident of Intercourse, Ala. ( 4 miles 
south of York. ) until a short time ago when he moved here to be 
with his son W.E. Barrow, from whose home he died at 6 P.M. on the 
evening of the 22nd of February after 4 lingering spell of ‘paralysis.
